The $289.9 million was the 


entire sum requested by the 
administration for fiscal year 
1971 which ends June 30. 
Congress provided $210 million 
in an emergency bill passed last 
January after a Senate-House 
battle over merits of the SST. 
The new bill would add $79.9 
million to that allotment. 


Approximately $156 million of 


the previously provided funds 
for 
this year 
have 
been 


obligated, with another $134 
million budgeted for the balance 


of the year. 


The government already has 


provided about $864 million 
toward development of the big 
plane expected to carry 298 
passengers at speeds up to 1,800 
miles per hour. Total federal 
outlays are estimated to reach 
$1.3 billion, augumented by $403 
million in private financing. 


In a formal report drafted by

Minister Abba Aban left for the 
United States today and said he 
would explore the possibility of 
reopening the Suez Canal under 
an interim agreement to break 
the stalemate in the Middle East 
peace talks. 
He also is expected to impress 
on Washington that Israel won’t 
give up the Arab sector of 
Jerusalem, the Golan Heights 
and Sharm el Sheihk. 
Along with a schedule of fund­ 
raising dinners, Eban arranged 
meetings with Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers and Swedish 
envoy Gunnar V. Jarring, who is 
conducting the A rab-Israeli 
peace 
talks 
at 
U.N. 
headquarters in New York. 
Eban told newsmen as he left 
he was encouraged that the 
Israeli and Egyptian govern­ 
ments both have expressed the 
possibility of opening the canal 


“before and without a general 
agreement.” 
The subject was raised last 
month by Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and welcomed by 
the 
Israelis. 
L ater 
the 
suggestion got lost in the ex­ 
changes that followed Israel’s 
announcement that it would not 
return to the borders it had 
before the 1967 war. 
Eban denied that the United 
States is exerting pressure on 
Israel to withdraw to the prewar 
boundaries. 
Prem ier Golda M eir was 
under fire at home for proposing 
in an interview with the Times of 
London that the Sinai desert be 
demilitarized and a peace force 
made up of Israelis and possibly 
Egyptians be established there. 
Mrs. Meir defended her 
statements Sunday at a meeting 
of her coalition cabinet, con­ 
tending that she said nothing 
new.

That's what makes the 
problem so aggravating, you 
cannot decide which of the 
opposing thoughts is best. 


Once you can do away with the 


uncertainty and settle on the 
right solution, your problem is 
well on its way to being solved — 
in fact, usually it is no longer a 
problem at all! 


Decisions rarely come easy, 


but are very rewarding once 
they are made. When you make 
up your mind about a difficult 
situation it may not clear up the 
situation immediately but you 
rid yourself of the tension, 
worry, anxiety and frustration 
which make the whole thing so 
painful. And once rid of these 
things, 
you suddenly 
find 


yourself in control, ready to ride 
the problem out to a conclusion. 
To illustrate, think of this 
typical and frequent problem 
among 13-year-old girls, as told 
in a letter from Mary B. "Three 
times I have been asked out on 
dates and my parents say, 'No, 
you are not old enough to date!' 
This is not true because lots of 
girls my age are allowed to date. 
To me this proves that my 
parents do not love me, if they 
did they would trust me. I've 
never done anything to make 
them feel that way. What can I 
do to convince them I am a good 
girl and can be trusted?" 


Mary B. is troubled by op- 


posing thoughts. She wants to 
date but she wants her parents' 


approval, too, In this case, she 
cannot have both. Inwardly she 
knows her parents' restrictions 
are based on protective love but 
bitter disappointment leads her 
to blame it on mistrust, a lack of 
love. 


These inner conflicts will 


make Mary feel miserable until 
she makes up her mind about 
her problem. In this case, as a 
13-year-old girl, she has no 
choice but to do as her parents 
wish. So the smart thing for her 
to do is accept that fact, giving 
up the opposing thought about 
dating until she is old enough to 
obtain her parents' permission. 
Once her mind is made up that 
dating is out for a while, it is no 
longer a problem. Her conflicts 
are settled for the present, 
clearing away tension, worry 
and parent-teen friction. 


Settling teen-age problems is 


not 
always 
a 
matter 
of 


surrendering to the inevitable as 
in Mary's. On the contrary, it 
can often be a positive action in 
which you have a choice. For 
example, take the problem of 
Don M., a 16-year-old high 
school student. He wants to buy 
his own second-hand car. He can 
have ah after-school job which 
will cover the payments on the 
car but the job hours will cut 
him out of football practice and 
the team, plus gobbling up his 
savings. He knows he can easily 
obtain a football scholarship for 
college if he sticks with it — and 
the scholarship is the only way 
he can go to college. 


Now, temporarily, Don M. has 


a reai "problem" — two 
thoughts directly opposing each 
other — a car now or college 


later. He will have no peace of 
mind until he cancels one of 
those thoughts and settles on the 
other. Assuming Don is in- 
telligent he will decide oh 
college. 


He may still wish he had the 


car but it will be a minor wish. 
His major wish is for college and 
his mind is made up. The car is 
relegated to its proper place, no 
longer an exasperating problem 
— just a wish to fulfill in the 
future. 


It is extremely important to 


you, as a teen-ager, to learn how 
to settle your problems by 
making up your mind when

with 
opposing 


thoughts. The way you handle 
your problems shapes your 
personality. If you are nervious, 
tense, worried by indecision, it 
will show — and others won't 
find that personality attractive.

(AP) 
— Everyone has some 


extrasensory perception, says 
Russell Targ, a laser research 
physicist 
who has 
helped 


develop a machine to bring it out 
and improve it. 


A subject punches buttons to 


predict which of 24 pictures will 
appear on the machine's screen. 


Immediately, the machine 


will flash on the 
picture 


scheduled to appear. If the 
subject predicted wrongly, he 
knows it immediately. By the 
same token, if he is right, he 
knows that immediately too, and 
his state of mind when he made 
the prediction is more promptly 
perceived and his confidence in 
his clairvoyance increased, says 
Targ. 


He believes the machine is the 


first which seemingly enhances 
ESP ability and eliminates 
comparing 
notes with other 


subjects after the whole process 
has grown cold.

a 
i specialist 
with 


Sylvama here in Mountain View, 
developed the machine with 
David Hurt, an 
electrical 


engineer 
with 
Fairchild 


Semiconductor Corp. 


Both men belong to the 


Parapsychology Research 
Group, a nonprofit corporation 
founded eight years ago in 
Portola Valley to investigate 
man's paranormal faculties. 


Targ, 36, says he used to be an 


amateur magician and that it 
was his experience with card 
tricks which gave him the idea 
that clairvoyance — the ability 
to predict an event without 
direct knowledge of it — and 
ESP actually exist.

Safety Devices Pay Off 


(FROM LAS VEGAS REVIEW-JOURNAL) 


In 1970, for the first time in 25 years, the nation's economic loss 


from highway accidents took a downturn. 


The reduction was nearly $375 million from 1969, reports the 


Insurance Information Institute. The total economic loss, however, 
was still a staggering $16.2 billion in such categories as lost wages, 
medical expenses and property damage. 


A drop in deaths and injuries, the first in a decade, was the key 


factor. Final traffic figures for 1970 show that although there were 
91,000 more accidents than in 1969, the number of deaths ($55,300) 
declined by 1,100 or 2 per cent, and injuries (nearly 5 million) were 
down by 26,872, or .5 per cent. 


The good news is tempered by the fact that the death and ac- 


cident toll recorded an increase in December 1970 as compared 
with December 1969, reversing the downtrend, at least tem- 
porarily. 


But an overall decrease in deaths and injuries in 1970 in the 


face of an increasing number of accidents indicates that while 
driving habits have-not improved, improved automobile safety 
features are having an effect. These include collapsible steering 
wheels, ballooning windshields, the elimination of protruding knobs 
and handles inside cars and, of course, seat belts.

George Romney came back 


from Vietnam and confessed he 
had been "brain washed" by the 
military. Former President 
Johnson's "flaw" was his 
"credibility gap," and he didn't 
even bother 
to run again. 


Hubert Humphrey spouted his 
"politics of joy" when the 
country was in a mess at home 
and abroad. 


Well, now many think they 


have found the Achilles heel of 
Sen. Ed Muskie, front-runner for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination next year — his 
temper. 


..WHILE MUCH of the news 
media has portrayed the man 
from Maine as cool, cairn and 


collected, many who have ob- 
served him closely say he is 
really a man with a very short 
fuse. Godfrey Sperling writing 
in the Christian Science Monitor 
said Muskie's temper is "a 
potential point of vulnerability." 


The 
New 
York 
Times 


Magazine quotes Muskie's sister 
as remembering him as "a 
stubborn young man with a 
nasty temper." The same writer 
quotes a friend as having 
recalled that when Muskie was 
in his 30's, he lost his cool and 
kicked over a monopoly board 
because another player had 
made a good move. 


Theodore Lippman and Don 


Hansen have just authored a 
book called "Muskie" in which 
they describe him as "a 
potentially explosive man" who 
has a "waspish temper, often 
triggered by the trivial." 


Paul Hope, political writer for 


the Washington Star, told how at 
a private meeting Muskie went 
into "a towering rage" when 
pressed to explain details of his 
position on Vietnam. Columnists 
Evans and Novak have written 
that the Muskie temper is "a 
weakness." 


THE WASHINGTON editor 


for 
the 
Atlantic

magazine, Elizabeth Drew, 
interviewed 
Muskie 
on 


television and asked a question 
that implied Muskie was a 
presidential candidate. Muskie 
bristled and snapped, "I'm a 
U.S. 
senator concerned with 


these issues, as I should be. But I 
will not pitch them on the 
assumption that I am a can- 
didate for anything at 
this 


point." 


Nevada 
newsmen 
will 


remember when Muskie came 
to Las Vegas in 1968 and how 
testy he was with them, shun- 
ning aside their legitimate 
questions with snappish an- 
swers. This was one of the rare 
times the viewing public had a 
chance to see Muskie's ire on the 
tube — for usually in his TV 
appearances, he comes through 
as very cool. 


The thing that is said to 


trigger the Muskie temper is his 
sensitivity to criticism. Lipp- 
man and Hansen in their book 
"Muskie" quote an older sister 
of Muskie, speculating on the 
possibility he might become 
president: "I just don't know 


whether he'd be able to take all 
the criticism that a president 
gets. He's so sensitive to 
criticism." 


Americans haven't always 


gotten what they thought they 
voted for in a president, but are 
batting a pretty good average in 
getting the better of the two or 
more picks. Americans don't 
want a president who is easily 
"brain washed," who has a 
"credibility gap," who talks of 
"politics of joy" when American 
boys are being killed in war and 
towns and cities in this country 
are being burned and looted. 
Nor are they likely to want a 
president 
who 
says 
he 


"panicked," as did Edward 
Kennedy 
in 
the 
Martha's 


Vineyard incident. 


AND CHANCES are they don't 


want a president who easily 
loses his temper. It is becoming 
more evident daily that the 
Muskie temper will play a role 
in the Democratic race for the 
presidential 
nomination. 


Whether Muskie can overcome 
this problem will be known in 
the coming months. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Cosa Nostra Building Big Conglomerates 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Senate 


investigators have discovered 
that the Cosa Nostra, in Wall 
Street fashion, has been pulling 
diverse businesses together into 
great conglomerates. 


The underworld bosses are 


using the same tactics to 
operate 
their 
legitimate 


businesses that they employ to 
control their illicit rackets. 
Extortion, bribery, hijackings 
and even murders are being 
introduced into the world of big 
business. 


The Senate sleuths, working in 


secret, are investigating Mafia 
infiltration into the transport, 
pharmaceutical, insurance and 
other legitimate businesses. 


The investigation is directed 


by Senator Warren Magnuson, 
D-Wash., who has obtained a 
$100,000 allotment from the 
Senate. He hired Don Gray, a 
Mafia expert, to put together a 
mob-wise staff. At first, Gray 
operated out of a secret cub- 
byhole in 
the 
Library of 


Congress. But now he has moved 
to larger quarters in the new 
Senate Office building. 


Already, 
the 
staff 
has 


documented from available 
records how the Mafia got a 
stranglehold on New York's 
huge John F. Kennedy airport. 
Magnuson is also looking into 
conditions at New York City's 
LaGuardia, Chicago's O'Hare, 
Boston's Logan, Los Angeles 
International, Washington 
National and Newark airports 
where lax security could invite 
Mafia musclemen to move in. 


Magnuson's 
investigators 


have found early evidence of 
mob activity, too, in the 
maritime and trucking in- 
dustries. Through its power at 
transportation terminals, the

Mafia siphons off goods from 
interstate and foreign com- 
merce. Hijackings and thefts 
have 
become 
rampant. 


Legitimate businessmen must 
jack up prices to cover the 
losses, then compete with cut- 
rate mob "fences."

Stolen goods are now being 


hustled through a superbly 
organized broker system. A 
theft ring at Kennedy airport, 
for example, may heist a 
shipment of antibiotics. The 
Mafia broker finds a buyer in 
Europe who peddles it through 
blackmarket distributors. The 
same system works in the U.S. 
for the sale of hot cargo from 
cars to coffee beans. 


The Senate sleuths are also 


investigating reports of Mafia 
inroads into the pharmaceutical 
trade. The heavy traffic in pep 
pills and goof balls allegedly has 
attracted the mobsters. 


The legitimate drug com- 


panies, greedy for profits, are 
manufacturing twice as many 
amphetamines and barbituates 
than are needed for medical 
purposes. Through plant thefts 
and crooked wholesalers, the 
Mafia reportedly is skimming 
off some of the cream. 


Magnuson's concern over the 


soaring costs of insurance has 
also led him into probing Cosa 
Nostra connections in the in- 
surance industry. He has found 
that some firms have been 
milked and purposely pushed 
into bankruptcy, thus robbing 
the policyholders. 


Mafia hoodlum John Masiello, 


Sr., for example, soueezed 
$180,000 out of the State Fire and 
Casualty Company of Miami. 
Federal 
files show he is a 


notorious loan shark, convicted 


smuggler and member of the old 
Vito Genovese gang. 


In 
the 
Masiello 
case, 


Magnuson's men have found 
proof of the Cosa 
Nostra 


conglomerate operation. They 
have evidence that Masiello 
muscled into the insurance 
business at the same time that 
he also had his fingers in the 
Kennedy airport scandal. 


He was listed as a "con- 


sultant" but was the real boss of 
the 
Metropolitan 
Import 


Truckers Association, which 
controlled the airport's freight 
trucking. 
However, 
the 


association's name was changed 
in 1969 to 
the 
National 


Association of Air 
Freight 


Forwarders, and. Masiello was 
eased out of the leadership.

Navy Puffery — Assistant 


Secretary 
James Hittle has 


ordered the Navy's Board of 
Decorations and Medals to cut 
the puffery out of the citations 
that go with Navy awards. In a 
memo intended for Navy eyes 
only, he complained: "For too 
long, 
the 
citations 
ac- 


companying decorations and 
other awards have been written 
in a far too flowery and artificial 
manner. I believe that any 
decoration that is justified is 
more meaningful if the act on 
which it is based is briefly 
described in simple, pure, easily 
understood English. Some of the 
citations I have recently seen 
have reached the point of 
strained word usage and ar- 
tificiality 
of expression that 


approached the ridiculous." 


Invasion Talk — All the talk 


about an invasion of North 
Vietnam is purely psychological 
warfare. The truth is that the 
South Vietnamese Army isn't 


strong enough to invade North 
Vietnam. Hanoi has more than a 
million men under arms, 250,000 
of them crack first-line troops. 
The other 750,000 are militiamen 
organized into home guard 
units, many of them well trained 
and disciplined. Saigon simply 
doesn't have the military force 
to do anything more than talk 
about invading the north. 


Turkish Coup? — Intelligence 


reports assert that the kid- 
napping of four American 
airmen in Turkey almost led to a 
military coup. Some of Turkey's 
top generals reportedly came 
close to seizing the government 
because of their impatience over 
the government's failure to 
crack down on the underground 
liberation army. Gen. Memduh 
Tagmac, the chief of staff, 
personally intervened to prevent 
a military takeover. He spoke 
passionately to senior air force 
officers in Ankara, warning that 
a military coup would create 
more problems than it would 
solve. 


Cystitis and Cats — Last year, 


we reported a Cornell Univer- 
sity seminar had raised the 
possibility that dry rations 
caused cystitis in cats. This has 
brought a deluge of mail from 
cat lovers asking us for the 
findings. Some evidence was 
presented 
that 
cystitis, 
a 


urinary tract disease, may be 
caused by a virus. There was no 
evidence that 
dry rations 


produced the disease. At the 
same time, no studies have been 
completed which would permit

Veteranary Medical Association 
to speak positively one way or 
another. Ralston Purina, a 
major dry rations maker, says 
its own tests show no link bet- 
ween dry rations and the 
disease. 


New Hampshire Primary Still Echoing

Concerning the presidential

Nixon is concentrated, but 
somehow unimpassioned. It 
cannot compare with the quality 
of the disparagement of Lyndon 
Johnson a year before the 1968 
primaries.

A year ago the campuses were 
exploding, and the intellectuals 
were signing their manifestos of 
estrangement. Now we undergo 
what has been called the Cooling 
of Amoric;<. 


This means two things. For

Safety Devices Pay O ff 


(FROM LAS VEGAS RE VIEW JOURNAL) 


In 1970, for the first time in 25 years, the nation’s economic loss 
from highway accidents took a downturn. 


The reduction was nearly $375 million from 1969, reports the 
Insurance Information Institute. The total economic loss, however, 
was still a staggering $16.2 billion in such categories as lost wages, 
medical expenses and property damage. 


A drop in deaths and injuries, the first in a decade, was the key 
factor. Final traffic figures for 1970 show that although there were 
91,000 more accidents than in 1969, the number of deaths ($55,300) 
declined by 1,100 or 2 per cent, and injuries (nearly 5 million) were 
down by 26.872, or .5 per cent. 


The good news is tempered by the fact that ihe death and ac­ 
cident toll recorded an increase in December 1970 as compared 
with December 1969, reversing the downtrend, at least tem­ 
porarily. 


But an overall decrease in deaths and injuries in 1970 in the 
face of an increasing number of accidents indicates that while 
driving habits have- not improved, improved automobile safety 
features are having an effect. These include collapsible steering 
wheels, ballooning windshields, the elimination of protruding knobs 
and handles inside cars and, of course, seat belts.

defect. Once this becomes 
implanted in the people’s mind, 
true or not, it nearly always 
spells finis to political careers. „ 
George Romney came back 
from Vietnam and confessed he 
had been “brain washed” by the 
m ilitary. Form er President 
Johnson’s “ flaw” was his 
“credibility gap,” and he didn’t 
even bother 
to run again. 
Hubert Humphrey spouted his 
“ politics 
of joy” when the 
country was in a mess at home 
and abroad. 


Well, now many think they 
have found the Achilles heel erf 
Sen. Ed Muskie, front-runner for 
the D em ocratic presidential 
nomination next year — his 
temper. 


..WHILE MUCH of the news 
media has portrayed the man 
from Maine as cool, calm and 


collected, many who have ob­ 
served him closely say he is 
really a man with a very short 
fuse. Godfrey Sperling writing 
in the Christian Science Monitor 
said Muskie’s temper is “a 
potential point of vulnerability.” 
The 
New 
York 
Times 
Magazine quotes Muskie’s sister 
as remembering him as “a 
stubborn young man with a 
nasty temper.” The same writer 
quotes a friend as having 
recalled that when Muskie was 
in his 30’s, he lost his cool and 
kicked over a monopoly board 
because another player had 
made a good move. 
Theodore Lippman and Don 
Hansen have just authored a 
book called “Muskie” in which 
they describe him as 
“ a 
potentially explosive man” who 
has a “waspish temper, often 
triggered by the trivial.” 
Paul Hope, political writer for 
the Washington Star, told how at 
a private meeting Muskie went 
into “a towering rage” when 
pressed to explain details of his 
position on Vietnam. Columnists 
Evans and Novak have written 
that the Muskie temper is “a 
weakness.” 


THE WASHINGTON editor 
for 
the 
Atlantic 
Monthly 
magazine, Elizabeth Drew, 
interviewed 
Muskie 
on 
television and asked a question 
that implied Muskie was a 
presidential candidate. Muskie 
bristled and snapped, “I’m a 
U.S. senator concerned with 
these issues, as I should be. But I 
will not pitch them on the 
assumption that I am a can­ 
didate for anything at this 
point.” 
Nevada 
newsmen 
will 
remember when Muskie came 
to Las Vegas in 1968 and how 
testy he was with them, shun­ 
ning aside their legitim ate 
questions with snappish an­ 
swers. This was one of the rare 
times the viewing public had a 
chance to see Muskie’s ire on the 
tube — for usually in his TV 
appearances, he comes through 
as very cool. 
The thing that is said to 
trigger the Muskie temper is his 
sensitivity to criticism. Lipp­ 
man and Hansen in their book 
“Muskie” quote an older sister 
of Muskie, speculating on the 
possibility he might become 
president: “I just don’t know 


whether he’d be able to take all 
the criticism that a president 
gets. He’s so sensitive to 
criticism.” 


Am ericans haven’t always 
gotten what they thought they 
voted for in a president, but are 
batting a pretty good average in 
getting the better of the two or 
more picks. Americans don’t 
want a president who is easily 
“brain washed,” who has a 
“credibility gap,” who talks of 
“politics of joy” when American 
boys are being killed in war and 
towns and cities in this country 
are being burned and looted. 
Nor are they likely to want a 
president 
who 
says 
he 
“panicked,” as did Edward 
Kennedy 
in 
the 
M artha’s 
Vineyard incident. 


AND CHANCES are they don’t 
want a president who easily 
loses his temper. It is becoming 
more evident daily that the 
Muskie temper will play a role 
in the Democratic race for the 
p re sid e n tia l 
nom ination. 
Whether Muskie can overcome 
this problem will be known in 
the coming months. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Cosa Nostra Building Big Conglomerates 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON - Senate 
investigators have discovered 
that the Cosa Nostra, in Wall 
Street fashion, has been pulling 
diverse businesses together into 
great conglomerates. 
The underworld bosses are 
using the sam e tactics to 
operate 
their 
legitim ate 
businesses that they employ to 
control their illicit rackets. 
Extortion, bribery, hijackings 
and even murders are being 
introduced into the world of big 
business. 
The Senate sleuths, working in 
secret, are investigating Mafia 
infiltration into the transport, 
pharmaceutical, insurance and 
other legitimate businesses. 


The investigation is directed 
by Senator Warren Magnuson, 
D-Wash., who has obtained a 
$100,000 allotm ent from the 
Senate. He hired Don Gray, a 
Mafia expert, to put together a 
mob-wise staff. At first, Gray 
operated out of a secret cub­ 
byhole in 
the Library 
of 
Congress. But now he has moved 
to larger quarters in the new 
Senate Office building. 
Already, 
the 
staff 
has 
documented from available 
records how the Mafia got a 
stranglehold on New York’s 
huge John F. Kennedy airport. 
Magnuson is also looking into 
conditions at New York City’s 
LaGuardia, Chicago’s O’Hare, 
Boston’s Logan, Los Angeles 
In te rn a tio n a l, W ashington 
National and Newark airports 
where lax security could invite 
Mafia musclemen to move in. 


M agnuson’s 
investigators 
have found early evidence of 
mob activity, 
too, 
in 
the 
m aritim e and trucking in­ 
dustries. Through its power at 
transportation terminals, 
the 


Mafia siphons off goods from 
interstate and foreign com­ 
merce. Hijackings and thefts 
have 
become 
ram pant. 
Legitimate businessmen must 
jack up prices to cover the 
losses, then compete with cut- 
rate mob “fences.” 


THIEVES, 
INTERNATIONAL 
Stolen goods are now being 
hustled through a superbly 
organized broker srstem. 
A 
theft ring at Kennedy airport, 
for exam ple, may heist a 
shipment of antibiotics. The 
Mafia broker finds a buyer in 
Europe who peddles it through 
blackmarket distributors. The 
same system works in the U.S. 
for the sale of hot cargo from 
cars to coffee beans. 
The Senate sleuths are also 
investigating reports of Mafia 
inroads into the pharmaceutical 
trade. The heavy traffic in pep 
pills and goof balls allegedly has 
attracted the mobsters. 
The legitimate drug com­ 
panies, greedy for profits, are 
manufacturing twice as many 
amphetamines and barbituates 
than are needed for medical 
purposes. Through plant thefts 
and crooked wholesalers, the 
Mafia reportedly is skimming 
off some of the cream. 
Magnuson’s concern over the 
soaring costs of insurance has 
also led him into probing Cosa 
Nostra connections in the in­ 
surance industry. He has found 
that some firms have been 
milked and purposely pushed 
into bankruptcy, thus robbing 
the policyholders. 
Mafia hoodlum John Masiello, 
Sr., for example, squeezed 
$180,000 out of the State Fire and 
Casualty Company of Miami. 
Federal files show he is a 
notorious loan shark, convicted 


smuggler and member of the old 
Vito Genovese gang. 
In 
the 
Masiello 
case, 
Magnuson’s men have found 
proof of the Cosa 
Nostra 
conglomerate operation. They 
have evidence that Masiello 
muscled into the insurance 
business at the same time that 
he also had his fingers in the 
Kennedy airport scandal. 
He was listed as a “con­ 
sultant” but was the real boss of 
the 
M etropolitan 
Im port 
Truckers Association, which 
controlled the airport’s freight 
trucking. 
However, 
the 
association’s name was changed 
in 
1969 
to 
the 
National 
Association of Air Freight 
Forwarders, and Masiello was 
eased out of the leadership. 


HEADLINES AND 
FOOTNOTES 
Navy Puffery — Assistant 
Secretary James Hittle has 
ordered the Navy’s Board of 
Decorations and Medals to cut 
the puffery out of the citations 
that go with Navy awards. In a 
memo intended for Navy eyes 
only, he complained: “For too 
long, 
the 
citations 
ac­ 
companying decorations and 
other awards have been written 
in a far too flowery and artificial 
manner. I believe that any 
decoration that is justified is 
more meaningful if the act on 
which it is based is briefly 
described in simple, pure, easily 
understood English. Some of the 
citations I have recently seen 
have reached the point of 
strained word usage and ar­ 
tificiality of expression that 
approached the ridiculous.” 
Invasion Talk — All the talk 
about an invasion of North 
Vietnam is purely psychological 
warfare. The truth is that the 
South Vietnamese Army isn’t 


strong enough to invade North 
Vietnam. Hanoi has more than a 
million men under arms, 250,000 
of them crack first-line troops. 
The other 750,000 are militiamen 
organized into home guard 
units, many of them well trained 
and disciplined. Saigon simply 
doesn’t have the military force 
to do anything more than talk 
about invading the north. 
Turkish Coup? — Intelligence 
reports assert that the kid­ 
napping of four American 
airmen in Turkey almost led to a 
military coup. Some of Turkey’s 
top generals reportedly came 
close to seizing the government 
because of their impatience over 
the governm ent’s failure to 
crack down on the underground 
liberation army. Gen. Memduh 
Tagmac, the chief of staff, 
personally intervened to prevent 
a military takeover. He spoke 
passionately to senior air force 
officers in Ankara, warning that 
a military coup would create 
more problems than it would 
solve. 
Cystitis and Cats — Last year, 
we reported a Cornell Univer­ 
sity seminar had raised the 
possibility that dry rations 
caused cystitis in cats. This has 
brought a deluge of mail from 
cat lovers asking us for the 
findings. Some evidence was 
presented 
that 
cystitis, 
a 
urinary tract disease, may be 
caused by a virus. There was no 
evidence that 
dry 
rations 
produced the disease. At the 
same time, no studies have been 
completed which would permit 
the 
prestigious 
American 
Veteranary Medical Association 
to speak positively one way or 
another. Ralston Purina, a 
major dry rations maker, says 
its own tests show no link bet­ 
ween dry rations and the 
disease. 


On The Right 


N e w Hampshire Primary Still Echoing

Concerning the presidential 
contest, a few observations. 
1. The disparagement of Mr. 
Nixon is concentrated, but 
somehow unimpassioned. It 
cannot compare with the quality 
of the disparagement of Lyndon 
Johnson a year before the 1968 
primaries. On the other hand, 
Lyndon Johnson established at 
least temporarily a tradition of 
presidential instability which 
although the circumstances are 
greatly changed, endangers Mr. 
Nixon. Johnson was tumbled by 
his own party, following the New 
Hampshire primaries. There is 
no 
foreseen 
challenge 
to 
Richard 
Nixon 
from 
the 
Republican Party. Even so, the 
shakiness of Johnson carried 
implications of instability for 
any incumbent. In that sense 
Mr. Nixon is shakier than 
normally a President is at the 
completion of his first term; or 
so it would appear. 
The formal popularity of Mr. 
Nixon is put at 49 per cent, down 
10 points over a year ago. The 
obvious reason for the drop is 
natural public restiveness. A 
particular reason is the in­ 
ternalization 
of 
Am erican 
distress during the past season. 
A year ago the campuses were 
exploding, and the intellectuals 
were signing their manifestos of 
estrangement. Now we undergo 
what has been called the Cooling 
of America. 


This means two things. For 
one, the agitators are exercising 
restraint, whether because they 
believe it to be strategically 
useful or because they are worn 
out doesn’t matter; the fact is, 
their resentment is unshaken. 
For another those who respond 
to defend the stability of 
American institutions feel a 
certain release. It becomes less 
necessary 
to 
defend 
the 
establishment if you believe that 
the essential stability of the 
republic is not being challenged. 
This 
m eans 
that 
many 
Americans will be looking to Mr. 
Nixon in the ensuing months 
demanding that he seduce their 
support, rather than extending it 
to him autom atically as a 
gesture of resistance to the 
agitators. 
2. Senator Muskie’s strength 
and his weakness issue from the 
same attributes. He is this 
season’s 
Liberal Alternative, 
which puts his in the main­ 
stream, and does not rouse the 
anti-revolutionary enzymes. It 
is 
as 
safe 
— 
the 
typical 
American voter who tends to go 
Democratic will reason — to 
vote for Muskie, as it was to vote 
for Humphrey, and before that 
for, say, Truman. 
On 
the other hand, 
the 
romantics are bound to find him 
wanting, and it is unlikely that a 
year from now the youthful 
legions will flock to New 
Hampshire to be Well-Bred-For- 


Ed. He has a little latitude, i.e., 
he could permit his rhetoric to 
take a slightly more jacobinical 
and pacifist turn, but if he goes 
too far, he will lose his in­ 
stitutional Democratic support. 
Besides that, a position to his 
left will, by New Hampshire­ 
time, have been pretty well 
staked out by, say, George 
McGovern. And, even 
more 
likely, by 
3. John Lindsay. He is the 
Bobby Kennedy of 1972, by 
authority of the relationship of 
forces. Even his background as 
a Republican, which I have said 
he became only as a matter of 
baptismal affirmation, makes 
him sort of glamorous, even as, 
once the dark datum was 
assim ilated, 
it 
becam e 
glamorous that Jack and Bobby 
Kennedy had once been Mc- 
Carthyites. Granted, he lacks 
the formal dynastic designation. 
If only, on the same day that he 
changes his registration to 
Democrat, he would change his 
name to Kennedy. But when last 
heard from, his advisers had 
rejected this proposal, by a 
narrow vote. Then too, as I say, 
there is George McGovern, who 
is determined not to let any 
grass grow on his left, and 
before 
New Hampshire will 
probably be calling for the 
removal of our bases from 
Hawaii. 
But Lindsay’s strength as the 
natural left-candidate is hard to

Duke Ellington 
M ade Member O f 
Swedish Academy 


NEW YORK (AP) — Duke 
Ellington has been awarded 
m em bership in 
the 
Royal 
Swedish Academy of Music, the 
first popular music artist to be 
so honored by the 200-year-old 
academy. 
Gunnar Lanaeus, Sweeden’s 
consul general in New York, 
said at the presentation Friday, 
‘‘At this bicentennial, they have 
elected one of the pioneer spirits 
of today’s musical world, Duke 
Ellington.” 


The purchase of a new fire 
truck, which will serve the dual 
purposes of fire protection and 
fire science instruction, was 
approved in a regular meeting 
of the Shasta College Board of 
Trustees.

It will feature 
a diesel engine and automatic 
transmission. 
Ron Keilbart, Shasta College 
fire chief and fire science in­ 
structor, said that most fire 
departments now plan to buy 
trucks with automatic 
tran­ 
smissions and that the Fire 
Science Advisory 
Committee 
favored this equipment. He also 
noted that a diesel engine should 
require less maintenance and be 
more economical to operate. 
The vote to purchase was 4-1. 
Trustee Joe Redmon in casting 
his “No” vote, noted that he 
favored the purchase except for 
the inclusion of autom atic 
transmission. 
Bids also were received from 
Howe Fire Apparatus Company, 
Inc., Silver Line, and Van Pelt. 
Robert Nichols, Dean of 
Admissions, reported that final 
figures on spring registration of 
daytime students showed a 19.4 
per cent increase over that of a 
year ago. A total of 3,263 
students were registered this 
spring, compared to 2,732 last 
spring. 
Nichols noted that much of the 
increase was accounted for by 
continuing students rather than 
first-time students. He also said 
that Armed Forces veterans had 
increased since last spring from 
422 to the current 649. 
“We have observed,” Nichols 
said, “that our students are 
remaining longer in our school 
and that more of them are 
graduating. This is partly 
because 
the 
educational 


requirements for students are 
now more demanding, and 
partly because of a change in 
our grading policy. We now 
permit a student to drop a 
course during the semester. In 
such case, he is not given an ‘F ’ 
but rather a ‘W’ or in effect, no 
grade. Thus, he is not penalized 
for trying and is not as likely to 
become frustrated.” 
Nichols 
noted 
that 
this 
grading policy apparently has 
not harmed the student who 
transfers to a four-year school. 
“Our studies of our students 
transferring to Chico State 
College shows that they have 
improved slightly in grade point 
average at the state college.” 
The trustees approved the 
application for $10,000 in funds 
from the federal Law En­ 
forcement Loan Program for 
1971-72. If approved, the funds 
would be loaned to police 
science students. The college 
received $2,000 from this source 
this year. 
Dr. 
G ilbert 
A. 
Collyer, 
D istric t 
S uperintendent- 
P resident, 
reported 
on 
a 
meeting which he attended with 
other state community college 
officials recently. The meeting 
was held with Chancellor Sidney 
W. 
Brossm an, 
Board 
of 
Governors, California Com­ 
munity Colleges, and dealt with 
the Construction Act of 1967. 
“A number of issues were 
discussed,” said Dr. Collyer. 
“ We (Shasta College) were 
particularly interested in a 
revision of the building stan­ 
dards established in 1967 which 
have tended to penalize schools 
such as ours which were con­ 
structed prior to that date. This 
issue will 
receive further 
study.”

Charles, Wilson, head of the 
American Safety Razor Division 
said the complaints the Federal 
Trade Commission mentioned in 
an unfair-trade action Friday 
were inspired by his com­ 
petitors. 
At issue is an advertising 
campaign in which millions of a 
new variety of razor blades are 
being distributed in Sunday 
new spaper advertising sup­ 
plements in more than a dozen 
cities.

Besides issuing an unfair- 


trade complaint against Philip 
Morris, the FTC said it will seek 
an unprecedented court in­ 
junction against the ad com- 
paign for the Personna 74 razor 
blade. 
Gerald Tahin of the FTC’s 
Bureau of Consumer Protection 
said a number of complaints 
described children who grabbed 
the 
plastic-encased 
blades 
before their parents knew they 
had them. There have been 
several injuries, he said. 
He told also of a Doberman 
Pinscher dog in Miami said to 
have died after 
eating 
a 
newspaper containing the in­ 
sert. 
Wilson 
said 
the 
women 
claiming to own the Doberman 
told an iasurance adjuster she 
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couldn’t remember where she 
buried the dog. 
Some of the complaints came 
from Minneapolis, Minn., he 
said, where the advertising 
campaign is not to begin until 
Sunday. Others cam e from 
Atlanta, he said, in phone calls 
hourá before the first batch of 
last Sunday’s papers reached 
the streets. 
“We firmly believe you can 
really chew on it and crumble it 
in your hands,” Wilson said of 
the package during a telephone 
interview from his home. 
Did you do both of those 
things? he was asked. “Yes, 
indeed, I have,” he said.

Another Bird Appears 
To Be Extinct, Say 
Fearful Naturalists 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


ivory-billed woodpecker, a 
colorful, rakish bird rarer than 
the whooping crane, appears to 
be the latest to join the ranks of 
the passenger pigeon and other 
vanished species. 


The species was last reported 


sighted three years ago and in 
spite of a "sounding" last month 
nauralists hold out little hope. 


Even if one or two birds are 


still living, says Dr. Richard 
Banks of U. S. Fish & Wildlife 
Service, "I'm sure they're past 
the point of no return. Their 
numbers are insufficient to form 
a viable population." 


Harry Goodwin, chief of the 


Office of Endangered Species, 
says, "I'm about ready to give 
up." 


The last reported sighting was 


made by ornothologist John V. 
Dennis in 1967. He estimated 
that from five to ten pairs 
inhabited the Big Thicket 
Country of Eastern Texas. 


Although never otherwise 


confirmed, 
Dennis' 
report 


buoyed hopes of naturalists that 
the species survived. The last 
confirmed sighting before that 
was made in 1950 along the 
Chipola River in Florida.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
ivory-billed woodpecker, 
a 
colorful, rakish bird rarer than 
the whooping crane, appears to 
be the latest to join the ranks of 
the passenger pigeon and other 
vanished species. 
The species was last reported 
sighted three years ago and in 
spite of a “sounding” last month 
nauralists hold out little hope. 
Even if one or two birds are 
still living, says Dr. Richard 
Banks of U. S. Fish & Wildlife 
Service, “I’m sure they’re past 
the point of no return. Their 
numbers are insufficient to form 
a viable population.”

(AP) - 


Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers has decided to drop long- 
standing State Department 
curbs on travel by Americans to 
mainland China but to keep the 
restrictions a while longer 
against North Vietnam, North 
Korea and Cuba.

authoritative sources noted 
President Nixon's pledge last 
month to see what more might 
be done "to create broader 
opportunities for contacts 
between 
the Chinese 
and 


American peoples." 


Rogers' action, reportedly 


with presidential approval, is 
unlikely to have much effect on 
actual travel thought it serves 
as 
another 
clue 
to 
ad- 


ministration policy toward the 
Communist areas. 


Nixon, who has been seeking 


improved relationships with the 
mainland Chinese, reported in 
his February State-of-the-World 
message that nearly 1,000 
Americans had received special 
U. S. permission to go to China 
but Peking had admitted only 
three. 


Under present regulations the 


State Department's travel bans 
were to end autumatically today 
unless the secretary acted to 
continue any or all of them. 


Some of Rogers' advisers 


proposed 
dropping 
the 


restrictions entirely because U. 
S. courts in recent years have 
struck down attempts to enforce 
them. Many U. S. citizens have 
traveled to the off-limits areas 


without official permission. 


But others argued suc- 


cessfully that the department's 
curb on visits to North Vietnam 
by Americans should be con- 
tinued because of the war. They 
also viewed the diplomatic 
situation as inappropriate now 
for dropping the restriction 
toward North Kora. 


Cuba came under a different 


category because the U. S. 
travel ban there is part of the 
hemisphere-wide campaign to 
isolate the Castro regime. 


U. S. policymakers indicated 


that Washington, as a leader of 
the anti-Castro effort, should not 
appear to undercut the con- 
tinuing Inter-American 
sanc- 


tions against Cuba by lifting its 
travel restriction.
